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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The disclosure does not contain 
materials to construct a sheet or how such a sheeting material is constructed. The specification 
does not state what the plastic sheeting is made of. It also does not state how the plastic sheeting 
is manufactured or applied. Hence, one skilled in the art would not know how to make the 
invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The term "should be" is not a positive recitation to the claim. See MPEP 
2173.05(g). 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



6. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 4,049,848 to 
Goodale et al.

9. Kjellqvist teaches a wall covering that is flexible and the wall covering is used as 
sheeting to cover public or private buildings at col. 15, lines 28-45. See col. 2, lines 15-20. The 
covering contains UV fillers. See col. 15, lines 22-25. Various thickness are taught see Table 6 
and col. 25, lines 25-68. The sheeting is flexible, inherently providing a easy to cut and apply 
material. The sheeting is a building cover so it can cover any type of building.
